Several years ago Mr. North declined a fed- 
eral judgeship, preferring to remain at his 
law practice.

tickets to the press representatives will be 
given out by Gilbert M. Hitchcock, room 
129, Jefferson Hotel. 

The tickets which go to the national com- 
mitteemen will be good for eight admis- 
sions, Kach committeeman will receive ten 
tickets. Each delegate will get three be- 
sides his one, and each alternate will re- 
ceive one extra ticket.

KILLED A GRIZZLY 


Doubly Perilous Close Combat of Two 
Poorly Armed Men With 
Bear in Alaska. 

NOME, Alaska, July 5.—A 12+bore shot- 
gun was the weapon carried by F. X. 
King and a .303 repeating Savage was ihe 
carried equipment of his partner, N. P. Pe- 
terson, when they went prospecting in 
Homestake Creek, at the base of the Saw- 
booth Mountains. The men are proprie- 
tors of the Nugget roadhouse across tle 

Nome divide. 

After a walk of several miles they 
sighted bear tracks and a little later came 
upon a grizzly. Peterson drepped to one 
knee, took steady aim and fired. The bul- 
let struck, but not in a vital spot, and 
with a growl of rage and pain the wounded 


bear gave a spring over the cliffs and 
rolied almost to the bottom, some 3800 feet 
below, where she regained her footing and 
vanished among the rocks. Chagrined at 
the failure, Peterson turned, and was hor- 
rified at seeing another grigsly about twice 
as large as the other, spring upon his 
partner, Mr. King. and was more horri- 
fled when he remembered that his was the 
only available gun, and es the magazine 
was out of repair could only be reloaded 
by removing the empty shell by ha:d. 
When the bear sprang at King, the latter 
with habitual presence of mind, inherent 
in the backwoods hunter, thrust his shot- 
gun into the face of his assailant, which 
was advancing with open mouth and ex- 
tended claws. 

In the twinkling of an eye the bear had 
grasped the muzzie of the gun in hig teeth 
and was crunching the gun barrel. Tower- 
ing two feet higher than King, the latter 
realized that the only hope for him was to 
pull the trigger and maybe stop the beast 
until his partner could reload the old rifle, 
or until they could procure safety bY flight. 
A loud report, a sullen roar and e bear 
gave a spr in the air and fell tg the 
ground. 

The men beat a quick retreat, and after 
covering considerable ground, turned, and 
were surprised te see the bear still lying 
on the spot where it had fallen. They 
waited for a few minutes, in the meantime 
reloading the rifie, the shotgun being brok- 
en at the stock and the muzzle left in the 
mouth of the bear. 

After throwing several rocks from a safe 
distance they ventured nearer and found 
the bear stone dead. 

The men went back for a sled, and after 
several hours managed to get the bear to 
the Nugget roadhouse, and then started for 
Nome with nine strong dogs to draw the 
heavy load. It took them three days to 
reach the Sour Dough roadhouse, where the 
bear's remains were put in cold storage. 
The big brute was brought to town June 3 
and Lica on exhibition at the Golden 
Gate Ilotel. It is a perfect specimen of the 
grizzly and the skin is a beautiful one. The 
bear. disemboweled, weighs nearly 
pounds. The skin was sold for $12 and the 
meat was purchased by local restaurants 
at a dollar a pound. 

A remarkable thing was the enormous 
power of the jaws, shown by the deep iIn-

AT JERUSALEM

Seven Hundred Dwellers on the Fair 
Concession Thrown Into Panic by 
Fire Which Destroyed Restaurant 
Early Tuesday Morning. 


TRUNK THROWN OUT WINDOW 
CRUSHES MAN BENEATH IT 


Fire Apparatus Was Halted by the 
Narrow. Gates, But Efficient Work 
of Firemen Kept the Blaze Con- 
fined Within a Single Building. 


The restaurant building in Old Jerusalem 
‘at the Fair was totally destroyed by fire 
at 2 o'clock Tuesday morning, entailing 
@ loss of $18,000, fully covered by insurance. 
The fire caused intense excitement and 
there were many narrow escapes from 
Geath in the flames. 

It was 2 o'clock when the two night 
watchmen in Old Jerusalem discovered 
emoke issuing from the building. The 
Watchmen, Abd-el-Nour and Elias Trad, 
Syrians, fired their revolvers until they 
Were empty, attracting to the scene a 
large number of Jefferson Guards and 
arousing everyone within sound of the 
shots. When their revolvers were empty 
one of the men rushed to the fire alarm 
box and turned in an alarm, while the oth- 
er hastened to get into action the emer- 
gency fire hose in the building. This was 
secon playing on the fire, but made no 
headway in extinguishing it because of the 
fact that almost the entire first story of 
the building was ablaze when the flames 
were discovered. 


Many Jumped 
From Windows. 


The wildest excitement prevailed all over 
the Jerusalem enclosure by the time tlie 
firemen arrived. The sounds of the shots 
fired by the watchmen had awakened the 
7 people who occupy the various buildings 
of the exhibit.

threatening the entire exhibit. Without 
waiting for clothes many jumped from the 
windows or rushed into the streets, haif 
clad. Others thought only of their pos- 
sessions and packed their trunks, only to 
throw them from the windows when they 
had them strapped, fearing they would be 
unable to convey them safely down stairs. 
Trunk after trunk was thrown to the 
street, breaking open when it struck the 
ground, and scattering trinkets and sou- 
venirs of Jerusalem on all sides. After 
them their owners would leap in danger of 
belng scriously injured, but none sustained 
more than slight brulses by the jumps. 


Falling Trunk 
Injures One. 


Only one man was seriously injured as 
a result of the fire. Wadic Shachity, a 
Syrian, who lives within the enclosure, was 
rushing from his rooms to the scene of 
the fire, and as he passed the Central Ho- 
tel a trunk thrown from the second story 
struck him upon the head and felled him 
to the..ground. He was picked up uncon- 
scious’ and was sent to the Emergency 
Hospital. -His injuries are thought to be 
serious, and, perhaps, fatal. It is believed 
his skull was fractured. In the excite- 
ment incident to the fire nothing could be 
ascertained as to who threw the trunk 
from the window or exactly which window 
it came from. > 

A. 3. C. Jeurs, manager of the restaurant, 
and his son, Norman Jeurs, were com- 
pelled to leap from the second story win- 
dows of the restaurant building to save 
themselves from meeting death in the 
flames. They were first awakened by the 
shots fired by the watchmen. 


The firemen encountered great difficulty 
in reaching the scene of the fire, as there 
was no gate large enough for the wagons 
to drive into the enclosure. It was neces- 
sary to unload fully 700 feet of hose out- 
side the walls and drag it to the fire. This 
occasioned great delay, and by the time a 
stream was playing upon the fire the en- 
tire building was enveloped in flames, which 
rose high into the air. There were a 
number of buildings in close proximity to 
the burning structure, one not more than 
ten feet away, but this was not even 
scorched, s0 weil did the firemen do their 
work after reaching the fire. 


The cause of the fire Is not known. The 
watchmen eay that when they discovered 
the flames the fire seemed to have start- 
ed in the kitchen, and the presumption 
is that it was cuused from fire left in 
the range from the night before. Employes 
cannot understand how the coals could 
fall from the range and set fire to the 
building, yet they say this is the only 
wWausible explanation.

Arrest of Swimming Teacher Follows 
Drowning of George Lorenz, 
Would-Be Bridge Diver. 


William (‘‘Prof. Bill’) Clark, proprietor of 

lark’s natatorium at 1824 Pine street, and 
Thomas Murphy, a swimming teacher em- 
ployed there, are under arrest at the Cen- 
trul district police station, to be held until 
the coroner investigates the death of 
George M. Lorenz, aged 19, of 345 Cote 
Brilllante avenue. Lorenz, as told in Mon- 
day's Post-Dispatch, dived into the Mis- 
sissippi from Eads bridge, and was drowned 
in spite of all efforts made to save him. 
Lorenz's drive, it is said, was made in order 
that he might be able to secure an engage- 
ment at one of the eastern resorts, where 
high salaries are paid to skilful divers. 

The police are still looking for John Mul- 
lei, an expert swimmer, who attempted to 
save Lorenz's life after he struck the water, 


aud for John T. Boyd and Charles Ilitz- 
gerald, who are said to have witnessed Lo- 
renz’s leap to death. 

Lorenz was an expert swimmer and fre- 
quently made high dives in the Pine street 
natatorium. According to Clark, he had lis- 
teed to a friend who made high dives -at 
Coney Island until he determined to adopt 
the same hazardous work. Lorenz post- 
poned a number of dates for the dive, but 
finaily fixed the Fourth of July. 

Monday morning Clark and Mullen went 
below Eads bridge in the launch 4d’Ar- 
tagenan, while Murphy went to the 
second span of the bridge with Lo- 
renz. When everything was ready, Lorenz 
took off his trousers and coat, and, dressed 
only in a red and black bathing suit and 
wearing an American flag about his waist, 
dived off the bridge. A strong wind near 
the surface of the water caused his body 
to strike flat instead of allowing him to 
dive headfirst. The shock made Lorenz un- 
conscious, and in spite of the efforts of 
Mullen and those on board the launch, he 
drowned. 

Anton D. Lorenz, father of the young 
man, offers a reward of $100 for the recov- 
ery of the bodv. He did not learn of his 
son's death until Monday night. He is very 
bitter against Clark, who, he says, en- 
couraged the boy to make foolhardg leaps. 
Clark ts known as the “Belfast Chicken,” 
and was at one time champion LUghtweight 
pugilist of the world.

PALTIMORE, July *%.—Society dum- 
founded over the announcement that Mar- 
garel Sophia Ridgley,. of a family that Is 
looked upon as the fountain head of the 
colonial aristocracy of Maryland and the 
South, and famous in the southern anti- 
bellum history, is to lay aside station, 
wealth, magnificent homes in town and 
country, and go to Liberia to aid in upiift- 
ing the negro race. 

Miss Ridgley is preparing herself for her 
new work at the Episcopal Deaconess’ 
home in Philade!phia. The family, in con- 
firming the announcement, does so _ with 
considerable reluctance, but as Miss Ridge- 
ley is 28 years old and the mistress of 
her own large fortune, her people can do 
nothnig but acquiesce. 

Miss Ridgley's determination to enter 
the missionary field of West Africa has not 
been taken lightly. It has been a fixed 
plan with her for several years, and she 
delayed only because of the opposition of 
her late mother, Mrs. Charles Ridgley, of 
Hampton. 

On the death of Mrs. Ridgley, 
ugzo., Miss Margaret at once 
preparations.

It is quite t that efforts are being 
made, and with some success, to develop 
the lace-making, crochet, knitting and 
weaving industries, but there seems to be a 
lack of proper methods of collection and 
shipment, due entirely, as 1 am informed, to 
ihe need of developing funds.

Views Are Not 


Too Optimistic. 

A well-known Irishman, to whom I had 
been recounting my impressions of the 
changes wrought in a score of years in Ire- 
land, asked me if I was not taking too op- 
lim.stic a view of the situation. 

He said: “Emigration continues; the 
towns are crowded with idle men and wo- 
men eager. for but unable to obtain work, 
How do you reconcile these facts with 
your general deductions?’ 

1 told nim that even in America, in its 
wonderful era of prosperity, each city or 
town has its hosts of idle men and women. 
The fact that emigration continues is sad, 
but the conditions now being gradually 
evolved will stop that. Neither of these 
facts, however, binds one to the observa- 
tidm of a cheering and a general improve- 
ment throughout the country. 

Then I drew his attention to this con- 
dition of affairs in the retrograding cities 
of England described by Margaret Polson 
Muray, an English woman, in a recent is- 
sue of the Westminster Review. .

accident, incapable of self-respect, and 
ar to dwell in filth and rags indescrib- 
able.’’
